CASHIER KILLS WIFE, 
SELF; SHORT $49,000 


Conshohocken, Pa., Man Ad- 
mitted Embezzlement, Bank 
Examiner Says.

CONSHOHOCKEN, Pa., May 4. 


—Faced with arrest for the em- 


bezzlement of $45,700 from the 
First National Bank of Consho- 
hocken, of which he was cashier, 
Howard C. Pedrick, 35 years old, 
strangled his wife as she slept, po- 
lice/believe, and then shot himself 
to death in their home here. 

They were found today by Ped- 
rick’s father, J. Newton Pedrick, 
retired business man, and another 
relative, who had been summoned 
by a maid. 

Mrs. Pedrick, 35, president of 
the women’s club of Conshohocken 
and a leader in civic affairs, was 
in bed with a_ stocking knotted 
around her throat and a gag in 
her mouth. Pedrick, police said, 
was found in the garage, a bullet 
hole in the right temple. 

The engine of his own ,car and 
that of his wife was running and 
the garage was filled with carbon 
monoxide gas. 

Pedrick admitted the embezzle- 
ment, according to B. B. Daven- 
port, a National Bank examiner.

By the Associated Press, 
NUMASAKI, Japan, May 4.—The 


first leg of a projected trans-Pa- 


cific flight from Japan to the Unii- 
ed States was completed today by 
Seiji Yoshihara, Japanese aviator, 
when he landed here at 3:25 p. m. 
(12:25 a. m. St. Louis time), after 
a 368-mile flight from Tokio. 


Yoshihara began his venture at} 


Haneda Airdrome, near Tokio, at 
10:10 a. m. after an elaborate cere- 
mony participated in by W. Cam- 
eron Forbes, American Ambassa- 
dor, and other diplomats. 

Forbes bid the flyer Godspeed 
and assured him of a warm wel- 
come at all American points he 
would touch. 

After the speeches were conclud- 
ed, Yoshihara took a sip of sacred 
sake, a rice wine, from Meiji 
handed him by a Shinto 
priest. A band played the Nationai 
anthem and Yoshihara took off. 
Thousands of persons cheered. 

The White House at Washington 
is the ultimate destination, 6268 
miles away. The route lies along 
the kKurile Islands, extending 
northeastward from Japan, and 
the Aleutians to Alaska, then down 
the North American coast to San 
Francisco, Yoshihara plans. to 
make about 20 stops for fuel and 
supplies en route to San Francisco. 

If successful, the 27-year-old fly- 
er will deliver to President Hoover 
messages of good will from Pre- 
mier Wakatsuki, Minister of Com- 
munications Koizumi, Seiji Noma, 
Japanese magazine publisher and 
principal backer of the flight, and 
Mayor Nagata of Tokio. 

Yoshihara’s ship is a light, all- 
metal Junkers seaplane with an 
open cockpit and no radio appa- 
ratus. 

Thomas Ash Jr., young Ameri- 
can flyer who is in Japan plan- 
ning a nonstop flight to America, 
said it would be ‘“‘almost a mira- 
cle’ if Yoshihara succeeded, but 
wished the Japanese aviator good / 
luck. Yoshihara extended best 
wishes to Ash and added, “but I 
fear he will never succeed.” 


VANDERBILT CONSOLIDATES 
[2 EASTERN BUS LINES 


To Be Known as Short Line Sys- 
tem, With Western Terminus 


in St. Louis,

NEW YORK, May 4.—Consolida- 
tion of 12 bus transportation sys- 
tems, operating in Central Atlantic 
and New England states, was an- 
nounced yesterday by William H. 
Vanderbilt, president of the Coast- 
al Transit Co. The new organiza- 
tion will be known as the Short 
Line System. 

It will be made up of Great East- 
ern Stages, Inc., Boston, Worcester 
& N. Y¥. St. Ry. Co., Adirondack 
Stages, Blue Club Coach Lines, Inc., 
Coastal Transit Co., Bridgeport & 
Waterbury Passenger Service, Acme 
Lines, Conlin Bus Lines, Yankee 
Lines, Short Line, Inc., Short Line 
Boat Line, Short Line stages, Inc., 
and Chester Valley Bus Lines. 

The system will serve 13 indus- 
trial states and cover 5856 miles. 
Portland, Me., will be the Northern 
terminus, Norfolk, Va., the South- 
ern,. with Chicago and St. Louis in 
the West. 

Vanderbilt will be president, F. 
J. Starr executive vice president 
and Charles W. Crocker, secretary 
and treasurer. 


FLYER, IN JUNGLE 13 DAYS 
AFTER CRASH, REACHES RIC 


Mechanic Who Fought Way Out 
of Brazilian Wilderness With 
Him Dies.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, May 
4.—Count De Robilant, Italian avi- 
ator who emerged on the banks of 
the Parana River a few days ago 
after a 13-day struggle through the 
jungle, -arrived -here yesterday 
aboard a train. : 

Three weeks ago he took off with 
a Brazilian mechanic in the air- 
plane to survey the possibilities of 
a commercial air route between 
here and Cuyaba, capital of the 
state of Matto Grosso. Five days 
later the Italian Consul here noti- 
fied authorities that De Robilant 
was missing. Airplanes searched 
the jungle for several days. They 
finally located the plane, not dam- 
aged, but found no trace of the 
two men. 

Nothing was heard of the fly- 
ers until they signaled a river 
steamer which brought them té 
Porto San Jose. There the me- 
chanic died. He had been injured 
when the landing was made and 
the struggle through the jungle 
without food added to his weak- 
ened condition. De Robilant said 
lack of fuel compelled the landing.

Fokker F-10-AFI Ships Or- 
dered Out of Service 
Pending Completion of 
Maintenance Inquiry. 


BUILDER ARRIVES 
FOR CONFERENCE 


Commerce — Department 
Statement Coincident 
With Rejection of New 
Type of Transport of 
Same Firm. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 4.—Assist- 


ant Secretary Young announced 
today that the Commerce Depart- 
ment aeronautic division had or- 
dered discontinuance in passenger 


service of all Fokker trimotor F-10 
and F-10A airplanes in use by four 
airlines. 

The order, which affects approx- 
imately 35 trimotor planes, grew 
out of the investigation of the ac- 
cident a month ago in which Knute 
Rockne, Notre Dame ~* football 
coach, and seven other persons 
were killed when a wing came off 
a plane. Young said that’ the 
planes would not necessarily be 
kept out of passenger service per- 
manently, but that the order was 
effective until certain matters of 


maintenance could be determined. | 


Anthony Fokker, designer of the 
planes, is in Washington for a con- 
ference with department officials 
regarding things that must be done 
to keep the planes in condition. 

New Transport Rejected. 

The Commerce Department order 
was issued simultaneously with a 
formal statement from the Navy 
Department announcing it had re- 
jected a new Fokker transport air- 
plane because it was “unstable.” 

The statement was issued from 
the office of Rear Admiral Wil- 
liam A. Moffitt, chief of the Naval 
Bureau of Aeronautics, to clear up, 
it said, a published suggestion that 
the plane had been rejected be- 
cause of the criticism of Rear Ad- 
miral Richard E. Byrd by An- 
thony Fokker, its manufacturer, in 
his book, “The Flying Dutchman.” 

Admiral Moffett’s statement 
said: ce 

“There is no connection between 
the two incidents. Action on the 
plane was taken before we knew 
about the criticism contained in 
Mr. Fokker’s book. The navy tests 
all new types of planes built for it 
prior to acceptance and we insist 
that they measure up to our re- 
quirements, especially as to safety. 
We have returned many planes to 
manufacturers for further modi- 
fications.’’ 

No Reflection on Fokker. 

Col. Young’s statement said: 

“The Department of Commerce 
has requested certain air transport 
operators who are now using a 
particular series of tri-motor Fok- 
ker airplanes to temporarily sus- 
pend the use of them for passen- 
ger transport purposes until such 
times as the department and ex- 
perts from the Fokker company 
may inspect them for present con- 
dition of maintenance. 

“The series of ships in question 
were constructed during 1929 and 
have been in service since that 
time. 

“There is no reflection of any 
kind upon Fokker aircraft or its 
basic design,and original construc- 
tion. 

“The only point involved is the 
actual maintenance of the partic- 
ular ships. This phase of it will be 
determined as quickly as possible 
vg the ships raustored to full serv- 
ce.” 

Tests on New Plane. 

In connection with the rejected 
airplane the Navy said the plane, a 
new model designed to include spe- 
cial military developments, was 
tested first last Jan. 15 at the Ana- 
costia Air,.Station near here. In 
February the trial poard reported 
the plane unstable and “the Navy 
Department notified the Depart- 
ment of Commerce of the results of 
this first test.” the department 
said. 

A second test, following modifi- 
cation by the Fokker Co, was be- 
gun on the new plane on April 9. 
The trial board found, the depzrt- 
ment said, “that the changes were 
relatively ineffective’ and the 
plane still was unstable.” 

The department then prepared a 
memorandum, it explained, for tbe 
War Department and returned tho 
new transport for further modifi- 
cation. The War Department has. 
several Fokker planes in use.

KP.WILFLEY, 
FORMER SENATOR, 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Succumbs at 60 Following 
Severe. Cold — Danger 
Seemed Over a_ Short 
Time Before the End.

| Xenophon P. Wilfley, former 
United States Senator, died early 
today at his home, 5275 Westmin- 
ster place, of a cerebral embolism, 
or blood clot. He had been ill.three 
days. He was 60 years old. 
Former Senator Wilfley took a 
severe cold Friday, and his physi- 


cians feared pneumonia, but it ap- 
peared yesterday that this had been 
avoided. A nurse was at the house 
last night. Early in the evening 
Mr. Wilfley sat up, taJking briskly, 
and when Dr. Frank D. Gorham 
made a second call at 9:30 p. m. he 
was sleeping quietly. Soon after 3 
a. m. he awoke in great discom- 
fort, and convulsions followed. 
Mr. Wilfley died a half hour latgr, 
about the time that Dr. Gorham 
and Dr. C. E. Burford reached the 
house. 

He is survvied by his wife, for- 
merly Miss Rosamond Guthrie of 
Mexico, Mo., and two daughters, 
Mary Ellen,,18, a student in Welis 
College, Aurora, N. Y., and Rosa- 
mond, 9. A brother, J. Douglas 
Wilfley, lives in Rochester, N.Y. 

The funeral will be held at 3 p. 
m. Wednesday at St. John’s Meth- 
odist Church, Kingshighway and 
Washington boulevard. Burial will 
be in Oak Grove Cemetery. 

Former Bar Association Head. 

A member of the law firm of 
Wilfley, Williams & Nelson, ex- 
Senator Wilfley was one of the 
foremost attorneys of St. Louis, and 
was a former president of the Mis- 
souri Bar Association. His rise to 
high professional and political po- 
sition was accomplished against 
great physical odds. 

He was the son of a Callaway 
County farmer, the family remov- 
ing to Audrain County in his boy- 
hood. At the age of 3 he was 
stricken with an acute form of 
rheumatism, and necrosis of the 
leg bones developed. Asa child he 
was unable to walk, and was car- 
ried about by his parents and older 
brother. 


After years of treatment he be- 
came able to walk, but he was a 
lifelong cripple, his stature being 
below normal because of the im- 
paired development of his legs. He 
entered earnestly into all physical 
activity which was possible to him, 
and in his later years was an en- 
thusiastic golfer. 


As a student in Central College, 
at Fayette, Mo., young Wilfley took 
the lead in oratory and debating. 


State oratorical contest of 1593, 
and was ranked second by the 
judges, the winner being W. J. 


lege, later a noted St. Louis clergy- 
man. In 1894 he again represented 
Central College, and won first place 
over a speaker from the State Uni- 
.versity, whom many hud considered 
unbeatable. 

Taught in College. 


He took the degree of Master of 
Arts at Central in 1895 and taught 
in the coflege for a year, then in 


tering St. Louis Law ‘School of 
Washington University. He took 
his law degree in 1899, and entered 
the law office of his brother, Leb- 
beus R. Wilfley, in St. Louis. In 
1900 L. R. Wilfrey was appointed 
Attorney-General of the Philippine 
Islands, and he was later Judge of 
the United States Court in Shang- 
hai, China. 

X. P. Wilfley practiced law alone 
until 1910, when he became associ- 
ated with J. 8S. McIntyre and W. T. 
Nardin, His more recent partners 
were Fred L. Williams, former 
Judge. of the Missouri Supreme 


pman of the St. Louis Bar Assodia- 
tion's Grievance Committee. 

Gov, Frederick D. Gardner, Dem- 
ocrat, who took office in 41917, 
placed great reliance on Wilfley, 
with whom he had first become ac- 
quainted on the golf links. He ap- 
pointed Wilfley chairman of the St. 
Louis Board of Hlection Commis- 
sioners, and it was understood that 
he consulted with him on impor-' 
‘tant problems and the Preparation 
of official papers.

SAYS KIDNAPERS 
GUT $190,000, lS 
ENTIRE FORTUNE 


Chicago Slot Machine Man 
Reports Wife Even Mort- 
gaged Their Home to Ef- 
fect His Release. 


SEIZED ON GROUNDS 
OF COUNTRY CLUB 


Declares Gang Asked for 
Names of Other Wealthy 
Persons, but He Refused 
to Give Them. 


By the Associated Press, 
CHICAGO, May 4.—A story that 


been paid to kidnapers for his re- 
lease was told today by James 
Hackett, former gambler and 
wealthy roadhouse operator of sub- 
urban Blue Island. 

The 67-year-old Hackett, who 
weighs 240 pounds and is regarded 


by police as the “dictator” of the 
slot machine business in the south- 
ern part of Ccok County, was kid- 
naped by a gang Friday, he ad- 
vised police last night, on the 
grounds of the Idaho Country 
Club. He was released yesterday 
on payment of the money, which 
was turned over to his abductors 
by his wife and James E. Blouin, 
a business associate. 

Hackett said his wife worked 
from Friday to Sunday to raise 
the $150,000, converting jewelry 
and securities into cash, even g0- 
ing so far as to mortgage their 
home. This was done on assur- 
ance he would sign the mortgage 
as soon as he was freed. 

Investigator Challenges Amount. 

Patrick Roche, chief investi- 
gator for the State’s Attorney’s of- 
fice, said that, while he believed 
Hackett was kidnaped, he doubted 
if the ransom was as high as 
$150,000. 

Hackett said he was trailed to 
the Idaho Country Club by the 
gang in two automobiles. After 
winding gauze bandages around his 
head to prevent him from seeing, 
they drove him to a house which 
he thought was 15 or 20 miles 
away. Later his wife was told by 
the kidnapers over the telephone 
that she would never see him 
again unless the money were paid. 
She and Blouin met the abductors 
on a country road. Hackett was 
freed a short while later near 
*Melrose Park, after he had been 
driven around in his own autemo- 
bile. 

Belief was expressea by Hackett 
; that the kidnapers were affiliated 
with a national organization which 
makes a business of abducting 
wealthy men, and that they had 
been responsible for other abduc- 
tions, such as that on Jan. 6 of 
Daniel Chamberlain, a Blue Island 
gambler. 

Asked About Wealthy Men. 

‘When they kidnaped Chamber- 
lain they asked him who else in 
Blue Island had money and the 
names of all those in the rackets,” 
Hackett said. “‘They asked me the 
same thing and I didn’t tell them. 
They only got about $600 from 
Chamberlain. 

“*You can’t hold out anything 
on us,’ one of the men said to me. 
‘We get information about. how 
much dough you fellows have from 
the income tax office. We know 
how much of a tap you can stand 
and you'll have to pay $150,000.’” 

Hackett. is said to have retired 
from the gambling business a 
month before an attempt last 
March 2 to blow up with a bomb 
an establishment he formerly ran 
in Blue Island. The bomb failed 
to explode, but William Maier, the 
night watchman, was shot to death 
by the men who placed the bomb.

DRY LAW BREAKER HELD NOT

Washington Court Delivers Opinion 
in Disposing of Citizen- 
ship Appeal.

WASHINGTON, May 4. — The 


District of Columbia Court of Ap- 
‘peals ruled today that a person vio- 


lating the prohibition act was -not 
of good moral character. 

Justice Josiah A, Van Orsdel de- 
livered the opinion in reversing the 
action of the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court which had  dis- 
missed an application of District 
Attorney Leo A. Rover'to set aside 
the naturalization of Rober de 
Francis. Rover contended that De

I 
am wiring him not.to proceed fur- 
ther in the matter of my appeal to 
the Supreme Court, but to leave 
any further proceedings in the 
hands of my friends, to be handled 
by them as they have been doing, 
directly with the President. I am 
stating to Mr. Hogan that in the 
event of remote contingency of a 
reversal of my case, I could not 
undergo: the strain of another trial 
without very probably fatal re- 
sults.” 

Petitions have been circulated by 
friends in New Mexico and else- 
where asking for a Presidential 
pardon for the Harding Cabinet of- 
ficer. 

The District of Columbia Court 
of Appeals recently upheld Fall's 
sentence. The next step wauid 
have been application to the Su- 
preme Court for a writ of error. 

Fall, interviewed at his ranch 
here after action of the Court of 
Appeals at Washington, said his at- 
titude toward a Presidential par- 
don was largely passive.

Supreme Court’s Refusal to 
Review ‘‘Tube Clause 
Case” Gives Commission 
Power to Revoke Permits 


ADVICE OF LEGAL 
DEPARTMENT ASKED 


Defense Argues Monopoly 
Ruling Is Civil, Not Crim- 
inal and Federal Act Does 
Not Apply.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The 
Radio Corporation of America and 
its subsidiaries, including the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co., are threat- 


ened with the loss of all their 
broadcasting and communication 
licenses, as a result of the United 
States Supreme Court's refusal to 
review the famous “tube clause 
case” in which the corporation was 
found guilty of unfair trade prac- 
tices under the anti-trust laws. 

The Federal Radio act expressly 
directs the Radio Commission to 
refuse licenses to companies 
against which such judgments have 
been rendered, but the commission 
has asked its legal department for 
advice, and expects to receive a 
report the last of this week. Ter- 
mination of the licenses not only 
would end broadcasting by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co., but would 
shut down the world-wide commer- 
cial network operated by the RCA 
system. 

Injunction Sought, Too. 

Oswald F. Schuette, representing 
the independent radio manufactur- 
ers, in addition to demanding that 
the Radio Commission refuse li- 
censes to all RCA stations, today 
asked the Department of Justice to 
apply for injunctions restraining 
the Radio Corporation and the 
companies with which it has pooled 
patents from instituting or prose- 
cuting patent suits against the in- 
dependents. Schuette declared that 
heretofore the Government has 
waited for the independent radio 
iridustry to enforce the law against 
monopoly, and that the Supreme 
Court’s decision made it imperative 
that the Department of Justice act 
at once. 

Among the corporations affiliat- 
ed with the.Radio. Cerperation in 
its paten€ pool are General Elec- 
tric, General Motors, Westinghouse 
Electric and American Telephone 
& Telegraph, Because of this pool 
it ts virtually impossible for inde- 
pendent manufacturers to produce 
radio apparatus without obtaining 
licenses from the Radio Corpora- 
tion and paying royalties on each 
article manufactured. 

The famous “tube clause case” 
srew out of the contract under 
which the Radio Corporation orig- 
inally licensed independents to use 
the patents over which the pooling 
companies claimed control. One 
clause of this contract provided 
that all licensed companies must 
equip their receiving sets with RCA 
tubes before placing them on the 
market, The result was to put a 
number of independent tube mak- 
ers out of business. However, the 
De Forest Co. filed suit against the 
Radio Corporation in the Federal 
Court at Wilmington, Del., charg- 
ing that the ‘‘tube clause” violated 
the Clayton act. 

Judge Morris’ Opinion. 

Federal Judge Hugh M. Morris 
issued a temporary injunctitin§ re- 
siraining the Radio Corporation 
from enforcing the.“tube clause,” 
and later made it permanent. He 
held, in a vigorous Opinion, that 
the Radio Corporation had been 
guilty of violating the anti-monop- 
oly provisions of the Clayton act. 
Section 13 of the radio act is as 
iollows: 

“The licensing authority (The 
lederal Radio Commission) is 
hereby directed to refuse a station 
license, or the permit required for 
the construction of a station, to 
iny person, firm, company or cor- 
poration, or any subsidiary thereof, 
waich has’ been finally adjudged 
sullty by a Federal Court of un- 
lawfully monopolizing or attempt- 
ing to monopolize after this act} 
iakes effect, radio communication, 
(iireetly or indirectly, through the, 
control of the manufacture or sale 
of radio apparatus, through exclu- 
sive traffic arrangements, or by 
ainy other means, or to have been 
using unfair methods of competi- 
tion.” 

How Renewal Was Obtained. 

At the time of the Morris deci- 
sion, licenses were being renewed 
at intervals of 90 days, and accord- 
ingly, demands were made on the 
Radio Commission to refuse further 
renewals to RCA stations. How- 
ever, lawyers for the Radio Corpo- 
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ration succeeded in persuading the 
commission that the words “finally 
adjudged guilty’’ should be § con- 
strued to mean when the Supreme 
Court had passed on the case, al- 
though Sencf.or Dill, one of the au- 
thors of the radio act, pointed out 
that the act said nothing about the 
Supreme Court, and he declared 
that its authors did not have that 
in mind. 

Now that the Supreme Court has 
passed on the case, upho’ding the 
verdict of Judge Morris (which 
had subsequently been upheld by 
the Circuit Court of Appeals), that 
argument can no longer be raised. 
From information obtaineu today 
at the Radio Commission, it ap- 
pears that the Radio Corporation 
will now advance the contention 
that Section 13 was intended to ap- 
ply only when a _ corporation had 
been adjudged guilty in a criminal 
case, and not in a civil case. This 
apparently is the question which 
the legal department of the Radio 
Commission is trying to decide. 

By reason of an unusual coinci- 
dence, the RCA stations neec 
have no concern for the immediate 
future. It was disclosed today that 
during the few days immediately 
preceding the Supreme Court’s de- 
cision last Monday, the Radio Com- 
mission renewed all RCA li- 
censes, the renewals to take effect 
last Friday. Moreover, it changed 
the old policy of renewing them 
for only 90 days, with the conse- 
quence that the new licenses run 
for periods of three to eight 
months. 

Hold 1409 Licenses. 


The Radio Corporation and its 
subsidiaries hold a total of 1409 
licenses. Seven of these are held 
by the National Broadcasting Co., 
and the following stations are op- 
erated under them: WEAF and 
WJZ, at New York; WRC at 
Washington; WTAM at Cleveland; 
WENR at Chicago; KOA at Denver 
and KBO at San Francisco. RCA 
communications, the subsidiary 
company engaged in the transmis- 
sion of commercial radio messages, 
holds 140 licenses, and 1241 are 
held by the Radio Marine Corpor- 
ation, most of them being ship sta- 
tions. Others are held by other 
RCA subsidiaries. 

While the licenses of stations 
that are merely members of the 
National Broadcasting chain are 
not involved, they naturally would 
be affected, since termination: of 
the RCA licenses would take 
National Broadcasting chain pro- 
grams off the air, unless it ar- 
ranged for the independent mem- 
bers of the chain to carry them on. 

Last year the Department of Jus- 
tice, partly as a result of Judge 
Morris’ decision in the tube case, 
filed suit in the Federal Court at 
Wilmington to dissolve the RCA 
patent pool, although meantime 
Judge Morris had resigned to ac- 
cept a “more lucrative position,” 
the nature of which has never 
been divulged here. That suit'still 
is pending. 

Blames Friends of Young. 


In a statement issued today,

RAKES INTERFERENCE 
BY GOVERNMENTS 


Georges Theunis Declares 
Such Relief Temporary 
Since Economic Laws AIl- 
ways Assert Themselves.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Liberal 
tariff policies and a throwing off 
of the feeling of business discour- 
agement were prescribed as tonics 
for world trade today by Georges 
Theunis of Belgium in an address 
to the first plenary session of the 
International Chamber of Com- 
merce, 


Theunis, retiring president of the | 


chamber, singled out high tariffs 
“as one of the fundamental causes 
of our actual economic troubles.” 

His speech to delegates from 46 
nations followed the welcome by 
President Hoover. The convention 
will continue through the week. 

Preliminaries last night included 
selection by the organization’s gov- 
erning body, the council, of Franz 
Mendelssohn, Berlin banker and 
grandson of the famous composer, 
as new president of the interna- 
tional group. 

The council also proposed a reso- 
lution, already approved by the 
Executive Committee, for interna- 
tional conversations looking to an 
improvement in silver prices. 

Former Belgian Premier. 

Theunis, former Belgian Prime 
Minister, told the delegates a “‘lib- 
eral customs policy might be ex- 
pected to lead to better business 
conditions.” 

“But,” he added, “the present 
depression itself has the effect of 
increasing the protectionist tem- 
per of the various states.” 

“In company with many other 
business men,” he gaid, “I am con- 
vinced that Government interfer- 
ence is mogt often useless and 
harmful, since it interferes with the 
free play of economic laws. These 
in the long run always assert them- 
selves and the success which has 
attended certain instances of Gov- 
ernment intervention has only been 
temporary.” 

After a review of world business, 
which he said “‘was depressed as 
never before in history,” Theunis 
continued, “The economic depres- 
sion has created a psychology of 
depression, discouragement and 
pessimism which is aggravating and 
prolonging the present state of af- 
fairs by strangling 
creative initiative. 

The Vicious Circle. 

“This is the vicious circle which 
will have to be broken some day. 
On the day on which a sufficient 
number. of people are convinced 
that better times are in sight, a 
wave of contagious optimism will 
spread, following a few false starts, 
and will set the economic machine 
in full motion again. This is the 
cause to which we, in the interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce, are 
earnestly devoted, however heavy a 
burden our task may prove to be.” 

Although not mentioning the 
American Farm Board’s attempt to 
stabilize prices by buying up agri- 
cultural surpluses of wheat and 
cotton, he described Government 
intervention to fix farm prices as 
an “error which is hardly excus- 
able; for experience has proved 
that such intervention can only 
prolong the crisis and that these 
stocks purchased at very high 
prices prove very expensive to the 
taxpayers.”

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SNOWDEN OFFERS LAND TAX 
RESOLUTION IN COMMOKS 


Declares It Establishes 
the Right of the Community 
to Ownership.

LONDON, May 4.—Philip Snow- 


den, Chaneellor of the Exchequer, 


moved his land tax resolution in 
the House of Commons today. It 
authorizes, for the financial year 
of 1988-34 and for subsequent 
years, a tax at the rate of 1 penny 
(2 cents) a year for each pound 
sterling (about $5) of ascertained 
value of every unit of land in 
Great Britain. 

“This resolution,” the Chancellor 
said, “asserts the right of the com- 
munity to ownership of land, and 
declares that private persons must 
not enjoy that privilege to the det- 
riment of the common welfare.” 

Snowden said the tax would not 
apply to agricultural land so long 
as the value of such land was no 
higher than its value for agricul- 
tural purposes. When agricultural 
land has a higher value, the tax 
would be levied on the excess above 
the agricultural value. 

Snowden explained that the indi- 
vidual taxpayer would be relieved 
of taxes in any year in which he 
proved that the total amount pay- 
able by him did not exceed 10 shil- 
lings (about $2.50), the amount of 
the land tax on property with a 
capital value of £120 ($600). 


SENATE BEGINS OUSTER SUIT 
AGAINST POWER BOARD HEAD 


Its Special Counsel Files Action in 
Washington to Remove Chair- 
man Smith.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The 
Senate today sought the removal of 
Chairman Smith of the Federal 
Power Commission through a suit 
filed in the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court by its special coun- 
sel.

cent over that previous to the great 
war, We stand today with nearly 
5,500,000 men actively under arms 
and 20,000,000 more in reserve. 
These vast forces. greatly exceed- 
ing those of the pre-war. period, 
still are to be demobilized, even 
though 12 years have passed since 
the armistice was signed, because 
of fear and of inability of nations 
to co-operate in mutual reductions. 

“Yet we are all signatories to the 
Kellogg-Briand pact by which we 
have renounced war as an instru- 
ment of national policy and agreed 
to settle all controversies by pa- 
cific means. Surely with this un- 
derstanding, the self-defense of na- 
tions could be assured with pro- 
portionately far less military forces 
than these. 

Arms Reduction Paramount. 

“This vast armament continues 
not only a burden upon the eco- 
nomic recuperation of the world; 
but, of even more consequence, the 
constant threats and fears which 
arise from it are a serious contri- 
bution to all forms of instability, 
whether social, political or eco- 
nomic. 

“Endeavor as we must in sup- 
port of every proposal of interna- 
tional economic co-operation that 
is just to our respective peoples, 
yet we must recognize that reduc- 
tion of-this gigantic waste of com- 
petition in military establishments 
is in the ultimate of an importance 
transcendent over all other forms 
of such economic effort. 

“International confidence cannot 
be builded upon fear—it must be 
builded upon good will. The whole 
history of the world is filled with 
chapters of the failure to secure 
peace through either competitive 
arms or intimidation. 

“IT am not unaware of the diffi- 


|culties of this question. 


No ore 
would suggest that either national 
defense shoyld be abandoned or 
that so great a task as reasonable 
limitation and. reduction of arms 
can be accomplished over night. 


“We have made 
progress in the limitation and re- 
duction of naval arms. We have 
laid the foundations for still fur- 
ther progress in the future. These 
agreements have contributed great- 
ly to reduce the burden of taxes 
and. to establish confidence and 
good will among the nations that 
have been signatory to them. 

‘Within the short time the prin- 
cipal nations of the world will meet 
to discuss the broad questions of 
reduction in land armament, the 
very calling of this conference is in 
itself not only proof of need, but 
is an emphatic evidence of progress 
in the world demand for relief and 
for peace. Of all proposals for the 
economic rehabilitation of the 
world, I know of none which com- 
pares in necessity or importance 
with the successful result of that 
conference. 

“The United States has a less di- 
rect interest in land armament re- 
duction than any of the large na- 
tions, because our forces have “een 
already demobiljzed and reduced 
more than all others. We have. 
however, a vast indirect interest in 
greater assurance of peace, order 
and the increased economic pros- 
perity of other nations. It is within 
the power of business men of the 
world to insist that this problem 
shall be met with sincerity, courage 
and constructive action, It is with- 
in the power of statesmen to give 
to the world a great assurance for 
the future and a great moral vic- 
tory for humanity. 

“I wish to you a successful con- 
ference. I have confidence that it 
will be fruitful of progress.”’ 


LIVING COST DECLINES 4.2 PCT. 


Figures for 1929 and 1930 Given in 
American Labor Year Book.

NEW YORK, May 4.—The Amer- 
ican Labor vear. book, published 
yesterday, discloses that the cost 
of living in 1930 was 4.2 per cent 
less than in the preceding year. The 
United States Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics cost of living index, the book 
says, was 170.8 in 1929 and 163.6 in 
1930. 

Eleven industrial groups, how- 
ever, showed a drop in average 
earnings from $25.32 to $23.83 
weekly for the Jast four months of 
the year, a decrease of 5.9 per cent.

SECOND DIARY OF ANDREE 
SAYS NOTHING OF DEATHS 


Docament, Just Deciphered, Fails 
to Supply Information About 
Final Catastrophe. 


By the Associated Press, 
STOCKHOLM, Sweden, May 4.— 


Completion of the deciphering of 
Salomon Andree’s second diary has 
terminated the possibility of fur- 
ther interepretation, in the opinion 
of Prof. Ahliman, one of the ex- 
perts engaged in the task.

Graves in Layer Form Uncovered

SAN DIEGO GR 
FATALLY STABBED 
UTOR 1S HELD 


Body of Telephone Opera- 


tor, Who Supported Fam- 
ily, Found in Indian Vil- 
lage With 17 Wounds.

SAN DIEGO, Cal., May 4.—The 
body of Miss Hazel Bradshaw, 22 
years old, was found yesterday with 
17 stab wounds ia it, lying near an 
adobe wall of the Indian village 
here. M. E. Garrison, 35, her suit- 
or, was held for questioning. The 
young woman was the principal 
support of her mother and sine 
brothers and sisters. 

Although her slaying was the 
fourth in recent weeks, police de- 


Miss Bradshaw’s death and that of 
10-year-old Virginia Brooks, whose 
body was found March 11; that of 
Louise Tueber, hanged two weeks 
ago, or that of Mrs. Dolly Bibbens, 
strangled in her apartment. No 
clew bas been found to the slayers 
of the other three. | 

Shortly after Miss Bradshaw's 
body was found, Garrison, a stew- 
ard in the commissary department 
of the San Diego & Arizona Rail- 
roac, for which Miss Bradshaw 
worked as a telephone operator, 
walked into Police Headquarters 
and said: “I hear that Hazel is 
dead.” 

He admitted he had been with 
Miss Bradshaw Saturday night. 
“We went to two movies together,” 
he said. “We generally did that on 
Saturday nights. Then we walked 
through the park, past the merry- 
go-round and the Indian village to 
her home. I left her at the door 
at 11:55 p. m., and saw her en- 
ter before I ran to catch my street 
car home.” 

Police said they were not satis- 
fied with Garrison’s story. 

Officers said Mrs. C. A. Brad- 
shaw, Hazel’s mother, did not hear 
her daughter come home. 

Police said there were two dis- 
crepancies in Garrison's account. 
Garrison said he had bought candy 
for the girl, but the Coroner's au- 
topsy showed that she had not 
eaten during the evening. Her 
watch, stopped apparently by blood, 
registered 9:43.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Mrs. 
Burnita Shelton Matthews, chair- 
man of the lawyers’ council of the 
national Woman's party, takes issue 
with the Labor Department an- 
nouncement that it had no alterna- 
tive under the law to deporting Mrs. 
Lillian Larch, American-born 
widow of a Canadian, and her chil- 
dren. : 

The announcement followed a 
protest by the organization against 
Mrs. Larch’s recent deportation 
from Detroit to Wallaceburg, Onta- 
rio, Canada. 

The department, Mrs. Matthews 
said in a statement, “had ample au- 
thority to postpone deportation and 
thus allow Mrs. Larch time to make 
application for resumption of her 
United States citizenship. 

“Mrs. Larch is said to be filliter- 
ate,” she added. “If that be true, 
there is all the more reason why the 
Department of Labor should have 
pursued the humane policy of ad- 
vising this poor woman, who had 
no way of finding out for herself 
that she might make application to 
regain the citizenship of which she 
had been deprived without her own 
consent upon marriagé to a Cana- 
dian. 

“Her poverty its an argument 
brought forward by the Department 
of Labor to evcuse the harsh action 
taken against her. Her paverty is 
undeniable, yet she was not even 
allowed time to sell her few house- 
hold belongings before being hur- 
ried out of her native country 
across the border. Such haste was 
inexcusable. 

“Extetnsions of time before de- 
portation had been allowed to men 
aliens of foreign birth, even when 
they had been charged with serious 
offenses. The most serious offense 
of this American-born woman, 
mother of four children, is pov- 


erty.”

TO DE GRASSE UNVEILED 


Tribute From Hoover to Ally 
of Colonials Read at 
Dedication. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 4.—A memoria] to 
Francis Joseph Paul Admiral 
Count de Grasse.” FYench com- 
mander in the American Revolu- 
tion, was unveiled today at the 
Trocadero , and after an ad- 
dress by American Ambassador 
Walter Evans Edge, was formally 
presented to the Government of 
France. Ambassador Edge read 
the following statement from Presi- 
dent Hoover: 

“The scroll of French history is 
£0 long, and inscribed with so many 
illustrious names, that a French- 
man might be permitted a moment 
of uncertainty in establishing the 
place of the Count de Grasse. For 
an American, however, no such 
uncertainty can” exist. The cir- 
cumstances of 1781 in which Ad- 
miral de Grasse anchored his flag- 
ship, the Ville de Parts, at the gate 
of Chesapeake Bay, were too mo- 
mentous for us to forget. 

“The energy and independence 
of his character, moreover, are pre- 
served for us in the letters of Gen. 
Washington: “The resolutions that 
you have taken in our circum- 
stances,’ wrote the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Continengal Army, s00n 
after the arrival from the West In- 


dies of the French fleet, ‘prove that 
a great mind knows how to make 
personal sacrifices to secure an ime 
portant general good.” 

“and when that important gen- 
eral good had been secured, Wash- 
ington was the first to acknowl- 
edge how large a share of the hon- 
or pertained to De Grasse. He 
wrote on the eve of the Admiral’s 
departure: ‘The triumphant man- 
ner in which Your Excellency had 
maintained the mastery of the 
American seas, and the glory of the 
French flag, lea@ both nations to 
look to you as the arbiter of the 
war.’ 

“In that lofty place the Admiral 
remains. The name of De Grasse, 
and of his famous ship are woven 
into the web of American history. 
I, therefore, consider it an honor, 
on an occasion so interesting to my 
fellow countrymen and .to myself, 
to participate in this act of homage 
to the memory of a great man who 
belongs alike to France and to the 
United States.” 

Premier Pierre Laval was rep- 
resented by Minister of Pensions de 
Ribes, Foreign Minister Briand by 
Minister Plenipotentiary de Vitrol- 
les, and Minister of Marine Du- 
mont by Vice’ Admiral Viel, Chief 
of the Naval General Staff. 

The monument is the gift of A. 
Kingsley Macomber of Morristown, 
N. J., and was designed by Paul 
Londowsky, French sculptor.

SCOUT TO SPEAK I 


T0ST. LOUIS BOYS 


Paul A. Siple, Now a Col- 
lege Sophomore, Arrives 
to Address Court of Hon- 
or Tonight. 


Paul A. Siple, the Boy Scout who 
went with Byr@ to the Antarctic, 
arrived in St. Louis today to attend 
a Court of Honor at Scottish Rite 
Cathedral tonight, when 18 scouts 
will be made Eagle Scouts, the 
highest award in scouting. 

Siple, a 19-year-old assistant 
scoutmaster when he joined the ex- 
pedition, ts now 22 and a sopho- 
more at Alleghany College, Mead- 
ville, Pa., trying to do three years’ 
work in two despite interruptions 
occasioned by speaking engage- 
ments and participation in scout- 
ing events. He still is an assistant 
scoutmaster and a mate in the Sea 
Scouts. 

He will tell St. Louis scouts to- 
night about his work with the ex- 
pedition, driving dog teams, mak- 
ing nature notes, developing his 
skill as a taxidermist. 

“I can’t fully measure what I got 
out of the expedition until I get 
ready to die,” Siple, a slow-spoken 
young man, 6 feet 1 inch tall and 
weighing 185 pounds, said as he 
sewed a button on his mate’s uni- 
form before discarding his pepper 
and salt suit. 

Will Never Leave Scouting. 

“I know this much—lI'll never 
get away from scouting. I haven't 
figured out yet just what I'll do 
after I leave college. But I'm ma- 
joring in biology and it will be 
something of a scientific nature. 
Besides, I hope to go on two or 
three more expeditions, at least one 
with the Admiral, if he’ll have me. 

“The greatest thing I got out of 
the trip was the contact with the 
men of the party. And then the 
after effects have been wonderful 
for me, making speeches, that sort 
of thing. You couldn’t have hired 
me to make a speech before. Now 
I don’t like to, but ean. 

“But it helped me a lot to know 
such men as the Admiral, Larry 
Gould, Capt. McKinley and the 
others. ‘That’s right, Capt. Mc- 
Kinley’s from St. Louis. He’s 
a splendid fellow” with a 
captivating smile. He made 
me welcome from the first. Some 
of the men did not like the idea of 
having a Boy Scout along, but after 
they saw how big F was and that I 
was willing to pitch in and swab 
decks they were fine to me.” 

A Regular Dog Driver. 

Siple’s duties aboard ship were 
those of a common seaman. While 
at Little America he learned to 
drive dogs, even breaking in 15 
puppies, and became a regular dog 
driver with two teams of nine dogs 
each, besides attending to his taxi- 
dermy. 

On the return trip, he was de- 
tailed to look after the penguins, 
two of which were consigned to the 
St. Louis Zoo. But they all died, 
some for lack of proper diet, others 
because caustic soda used in wash- 
ing down the decks seeped through 
to their cages. 

“To tell the truth, I didn’t have 
time to get homesick,”’ Siple said, 
“and I was more homesick when I 
left Antarctica than when we sailed 
from New York. I never doubted 

I would return home safely but 
when we started home from Little 
America I was afraid I'd never 
have a chance to see that country 
|again. But now I think I will. Up 
|there, there are so many things to 
| do you can’t get around to doing 
them all. 

“Yes, I heard about Fokker’s re- 
marks about the Admiral, but I 
think maybe he’s prejudiced be- 
cause of a very close personal 
friendship with Balichen.

E. C. Kistler Shoots Mrs. 
Times in Yard of Home 
Near Stephens, Mo. - +

FULTON, Mo., May 4.—Mrs. 
Margaret Blackburn, 55 years old, 
wife of a coal miner, was shot and 
killed Saturday night at her home 
near Stephens, 18 miles northwest 
of here, by Ernest C. Kistler, 53- 
year-old widower, who took his 


own life. 

Kistler was seen by his father, 
Amos, 80 years old, standing be- 
hind a tree in the yard of the 
Blackburn home. 

The shooting occurred a short time 
later when Mrs. Blackburn went to 
a spring house with milk. She was 
wounded three times in the neck 
and abdomen by bullets from a .32- 
caliber revolver, and died within a 
few minutes. 

Apparently not having any more 
ammunition for the revolver, Kist- 
ler went to the home of a relative, 
a quarter of a mile away, anf bor- 
rowed a shotgun. He then went 
to his own home nearby and shot 
himgelf in the head, tripping the 
trigger with a branch broken from 
a tree. 

There is no known motive for the 
killings. Kistler and Mrs. Black. 
burn's husband Charles were warm 
friends. The elder Kistler owned 
the house in which the Blackburns 
resided and Mrs. Blackburn looked 
after Kistler’s 8-year-old daughter. 
As a result of this arrangement 
Kistler was frequently at the Black- 
burn home. Friends expressed the 
opinion that Kistler had become 
temporarily insane and killed Mrs. 
Blackburn over some fancied griev- 
ance. An inquest will be held to- 
morrow. j

The only one absent from the 
luncheon was Mrs. George Gell- 
horn, whose mother was celebrat- 
ing her eighty-first birthday.

Extruvagant and careless 
expenditure of public funds, exces- 
sive public borrowinés, attempts at 
price-fixing and other arbitrary in- 
terference with the orderly process- 
es of production and distribution. 
and costly experiments in social re- 
form are disturbing influences in 
the economic life of many coun- 
tries. 
Wars, revolutions, and national 
rivalries retard the development of 
natural resources, the international 
distribution of capital and credit, 
and the growth of world trade. 
The reluctance of France and the 
United States to lend money abroad 
has been due primarily to the fact 
that French and American invest- 
ors felt that investment in foreign 
securities was too hazardous be- 
cause of unsatisfactory political 
conditions. Political action has 
placed Russia in a state of isola- 
tion. It has built between Russia 
and the rest of the world a borrier | 
of suspicion and fear. which rep- 
resents a serious handicap to nor- 
mal business relations and inter- 
national peace.

SENATOR WATSON 
REPLIES TO BARNES 
ON HAWLEY TARIF 


G. O. P. Leader Asks if 
Purchase of Goods by 
Americans Would Put 
Idle Men to Work. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—The ad- 
ministration’s new tariff act was 
defended yesterday by~ Senator 
Watson of Indiana, the Republican 
leader, in reply to the plea before 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce by Julius H. Barnes, its 
chairman, for lower rates. 

Senator Watson in a formal 
statement, asked Barnes if he be- 
lieved greater importations from 
abroad would help employment in 
this country and called upon him to 
specify desired changes in the tar- 
iff law. 

“Last year,” said Watson, “we 
imported jnto the United States $4,- 
000,000,000 worth of foreign prou- 
ucts and we had millions of idle 
workmen in America. Barnes 
takes the position that if we nad 
imported twice or three times the 
amount we did, all of those Amer- 
ican laboring men would have been 
put back to work and would have 
had full employment. 

.66 Per Cent of Imports Free. 

“Let me remind Mr. Barnes of 4 
few essential truths: 

“First, that 66 per cent of all we 
bring into this country comes in 
free. There fs no way to lower the 
tariff on those products. Nothing 
can be freer than free, unless Mr. 
Barnes wants to pay a bonus to 
eur foreign competitors who sell to 
us. 

“Second, we tmport over $200.- 
000.000 of luxuries which every- 
body admits should be taxed to oh- 
tain revenue. 

“Third, a comparison of the rates 
in the present law on the remaining 
32 per cent of imports with the 
rates provided by the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber law shows no great num- 
ber of increases and proves that 
those that were increased resulted 
beneficially. 

“Take for instance, textiles, the 
manufacturer of which has been 
helped by the present tariff. Does 
Mr. Barnes want to repeal! that tar- 
iff in order that we may buy our 
textiles abroad and again close fac- 
tories in New England and North 
Carolina in order to help the for- 
eigner? 

“Fourth, most civilized countries 
have protective tariff laws, many 
of them higher than most of the 
rates provided by our law. If we 
greatly lowered our tariff rates, 
while they steadfastly maintained 
theirs, how are the American peo- 
ple to be benefited? Such an as- 
sertion is utterly groundless. 

Mere Generalization. 

“Fifth, Mr. Barnes’ ‘statement is 

a mere generalization. He states 


that “the existing tariff should he 


' 


lowered,” but such a potshot at a 
whole tariff bill is neither illumin- 
ating nor helpful. Will Mr. Barnes 
enlighten us a little further? What 
rates should be lowered and why? 
Even a few concrete instances 
might prove bencficial. 

“Let me remind Mr. Barnes that 
there is no tariff on exports from 
America. Other people are just as

JEFFERSON CITY, May 4.— 
Adoption by both houses of the 
Legislature of joint conference 
committee reports on two appropri- 
ation measures ended a deadlock 
shortly after 1 o'clock yesterday 
morning and finished the legisia- 
tive duties of this Assembly. Ap- 
propriations of $355,000 for the 
State highway patrol and $155,000 
in attorney fees for Floyd Jacobs 
and John T. Barker were voted by 
both houses. 

An eleventh-hour fight by oppo- 
nents of the State highway patrol 
bill, recently passed by both houses 
and signed by the Governor, to 
block creation of effective 


force, at least until 1933, by pre- 
venting the appropriation of funds 
for the force, made the night ses- 
sion necessary. 


The opposition developed when 
the House members of a joint con- 
ference committee of both houses 
made its report on the highway ap- 
propriation bill, which carried 
$350,000 for the patrol force for 
part of this year and all of 1932. 
The Senate had amended the orig- 
inal House appropriation bill to 
provide $475,000 for the force, but 
the bill was thrown into confer- 
ence to iron out numerous other 
Senate amendments. The confer-

Director Bates Informs Hoover 
That Substantial Progress Was 
Made Last Year. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Presi- 
dent Hoover has been informed by 
Sanford Bates, Director of the Bu- 
reau of Prisons, that substantial 
progress toward improving condi- 
tions in Federal prisons was made 
last year. There are in Federal 
prisons 12,698 persons and 2624 un- 
der parole. This compares with 
8339 in prison two years ago and 
963 out on parole. Bates said the 
increase was due to a more strict 
enforcement of law. 


The two great problems facing’ 


the prison bureau, Bates: said, 


were overcrowding and the reform 
of methods of handling prisoners 


with a view-to improving their at- 
titude toward society. 

A school for prison officers was 
established from which already 126 
trained prison guards have been 
graduated and the Civil Service has 
been extended to all prison em- 
ployes.

The piano men wanted to 
know why so few planes were be- 
ing sold. And the music publish- 
ers asked why the greatest bit of 
the year should sell only a millon 


copies. 
And out of it all came the fvl- 


lowing facts: There are in Amer- 
ica approximately 10,000,000 »pi- 
anos. Of this number an estimated 
one-half are in commercial use, in 
theaters, dance halls and so forth. 


This leaves 6,000,000 pianos in use 
in the homes. But if the best-sell- 
ing piece of music last yeer sold 
only 1,000,000 copies, it was ob- 
vious that only approximately one- 
fifth of the piano owners in Amer- 
ica were playing their pianos. This 
left the dismal total of 4,000,000 
that were apparently locked up 
and gathering dust while the fam- 
ily listened to the phonograph or 
the radio or rushed off to the 
movies. 

Something had to be done. Mu- 
sic lessons over the radio was the 
idea that occurred and almost im- 
mediately was put into effect. So 
now to a class of some 200,000 pu- 
pils sounds the familiar “And a 
one, two, three, one, two, thres, 
ONE!” 

The course is really not intend- 
ed, however, to teach people to be 
finished pianists. It is intended ito 
show them how pleasant it is to 
make simple harmonies on a piano 
in order that they will fly to a 
piano teacher and really learn the 
technique. And of course the ulti- 
mate aim is the sale of twice as 
much sheet music and a great 
many more pianos, even if it be- 
comes necessary to create a nation 
of Paderewskis and Percy Grain- 
gers. 


HE idea originated with E. C. 
Millis, president of the Radio 
Music Corporation. He succeed- 
ed in inte affiliated groups, 
including the National Broadcast- 
ing Co., and a fund of $400,000 was 
raised to finance the nation-wide 
music lessons over the air. A 
number of interesting musical fig- 
ures, John Erskine, popular novel- 
ist and head of the Juilliard Foun- 
dation; Casey Jones, the aviator, 
who is also an amateur piano play- 
er of some distinction, and several 
others were recruited to support 
the first programs in the series and 
everything was set to teach what 
it was hoped would prove to be the 
largest class in history something 
about playing the piano. —

It con- 
tinues for half an hour. At the 
end of the series, it is believed that 
those listeners who have followed 
the lessons closely will rot only be

Sir William Osler, “God's own 
medicine.” 

In many conditions the narcotic 
drugs are the only agents which 
the physician can employ to make 
life tolerable, and to relieve @ pa- 
tient from excruciating pain. 

In certain conditions, such as in 
those suffering with gall stones, or 
when a kidney stone is passing 
down through a ureter or when the 
pancreas is inflamed, the suffering 
is so great that the afflicted in- 
dividual prefers death. Under 
such circumstances the narcotic 
drugs are a God-send. 

‘Again, there are times when ad- 
versity is too much for man. Grief, 
sorrow or disappointment rob him 
of all ability to.relax. Sleep can- 
not be won, and the fevered brain 
reels on in a mad dance. 

Here too “surcease of sorrow,” 
as the poet puts it, can be secured 
through the use of one of the mild- 
er narcotics. 

Then there are the hopeless sick, 
those suffering from inoperable 
cancers, whose few remaining days 
on earth can be made tolerable by 
one or another of the narcotic 
drugs. 

In all these circumstances and 
in many others, the narcotic drugs 
are indispensable. 

And yet the unique nature of 
“God's own medicine” makes pos- 
sible the great tragedy of drug ad- 
diction, which afflicts, it has been 
estimated, more than a million per- 
sons in the United States. 

It is common belief that many 
drug addictions result from pro- 
longed medical treatment with nar- 
cotics. Even by taking the often 
unreliable word of the addicts not 
more than 25 per cent charge their 
plight to medical experience. 

More often addiction results 
when one with little will power 
takes narcotics to achieve an arti- 
ficial state of happiness,
